The Jewish Unit. 


THE Jewish Regiment is rapidly emerging out of the region of debate 
and discussion into that of bard fact. Many coreligionists, we understand, 
have applied to join or to be transferred to it, and the Regiment is to 
be formally constituted to-day. We need scarcely say that we hope its 
career will’ be an auspicious one, and that the officers and men will do 
honour to themselves and to Jewish repute. A Jewish deputation, we 
see, is to wait upon the Government next Thursday, with the object of 
objaining a change of the regimental name from that at present contem- 
plated. Feeling runs rather stronglyin Jewish circles against the title that 
has been chosen, either because the term “ Jewish” suggests some Jewish 
religious purpose or for some reason equally worth considering ; and in the 
circumstances the objection is one that ought to be taken into careful 
consideration. Whether in practical working, whatever official name it 
may be given, a regiment of Jews will ever be known otherwise than as 
a Jewish Regiment, is altogether another question, We contess, how- 
ever, that we are ourselves much more concerned with the objects to 
which the Regiment is to be put. These purposes are still beclouded. 
We hear of Palestine being designated as the field of action, and the 
realisation of Jewish National hopes, or some of them, the objective. 
The statement is made with more or less definiteness, but we have 
never seen any official endorsement of this. report. Of course, 
assuming the latter suggestion is true, there is a good deal of 
point in dubbing the regiment “ Jewish,” although even then 
there might be very valid objections raised to the title. But in any case 
the Government would surely be well advised to say what it means by 
the Jewish Regiment, and what purpose it has in view for the unit. That 
would tend to obviate misunderstanding and heart-burning now or in the 
future. ’ 


The “‘ Times” and the Regiment. 


Since the above was written, an article on the “Jewish Regiment,” 


which .we reprint in another column, has appeared in the 
Times newspaper. This, we are pleased to see, fully supports 
the objection which we have urged to the obscurity in which 


the Government by its announcement has left the destination and 
purpose of the Jewish unit. We cannot but think that it is inimical to 
the interests of all parties concerned that such uncertainty should 
prevail. Norin the absence of any clear and definite information that 
Palestine is the objective of the Jewish unit can we understand, as we 
pointed out as soon as the announcement was made, the selevancy 
. of the selected regimental badge. That symbol, as we said, connotes 
. a Jewish purpose—it can have no other meaning. If there is to be no 
Jewish purpose then it ought, without delay, to be withdrawn. There is, 
however, at least one point upon which we must join issue with the 
Times. The trend of their comments implies that it is only among 
coreligionists~ who are not Jewish Nationalists that objection 
to the @uléstinian destination exists. Our own columns are 
conclusive proof that this is a total misreading of the situation, There 
are Zionists as well as anti- Zionists who object to the choice of Palestine 
~ as’ the field of service of the Jewish Regiment, as indeed there are 


Jewish Nationalists who share with anti-Nationalists keen opposition to the 
whole project. We need not here enter into their reasons, but as a matter 
of accuracy and fairness it is as well that the true facts should be placed on 
record. Our own position in the matter all along has been that if the Shield 
of David or the Lion of Judah or both, or any other such essentially 
Jewish symbol, is to be the Badge of the unit, the unit should be 
employed for a distinctively Jewish object, and the Government should 
announce that object unequivocably. And, further, as the Government 
has decided that a Jewish unit there is to be—even if it be but a unit of 
Jews—it is the duty of the Community to take all possible means for 
ensuring its success and for seeing that it does honour tothe Jewish name. 


A Russian Grievance. 


CONSIDERABLE irritation is felt by Russians in this country who have 
elected to serve in the Russian Army at the fact that they are not medically 
examined before embarking for their native country, in order to perform 
their military duty. A moment's thought seems to justify their 
annoyance. A man may abandon his business, leave his family and 
travel a considerable distance in dangerous seas, only to be rejected upon 
arrival in Russia. Surely it would be more reasonable if the military 

uthorities came to an agreement with their Russian colleagues to cone 
duct the medical examination here on the understanding that the decision 
would be respected in both countries. It seems to us, inthe absence of 
any other tacts, mere pedantry to oppose such a plan, and on the other 
band it is unwise needlessly to plant a sense of grievance in the heart of 
the Russian recruit. Wedo not know whether the War Office has taken the 
matter into consideration, but we would respectfully suggest that, if it 
bas not, an opportunity presents itself for doing the kindly and reasonable 
thing by these strangers within our gates. 


The Jewish Position in Russia. 


We are gratified to read ip the Times of the promotion of 150 Russe. 
Jewish cadets to the rank of officer and of the impressive public send-off 
they received at Odessa prior to their departure for the front. We must 
not, however, allow ourselves to be deceived by that pleasant event into 
the belief that allis well with Russian Jewry. This cannot truly be saidto 
be the case. Reports of pogrom agitations multiply and the Jew is clearly 
the butt of more than one of the partiesin the State. The Leninites— 
the very party which is attacked as Jew-inspired and Jew-ridden—are 
manifesting violetit ill-feeling against our coreligionists, and at the other 
end of the scale, traditional Jew-baiters of the old regime, the reaction- 
aries, are raising their heads once again, using the ancient methods of 
the blood-legend and detecting in the old expedient of Jew-hatred—an 
invaluable weapon for a counter revolution. We have no desire whatever 
to exaggerate these portents; but neither would it be wise to minimiso 
their significance. The Russian giant, writhing in the agonies of a still 
un-consummated Revclution, may be persuaded in a moment of frenzy ta 
find relief in an assault on the time-honoured scape-goat. The danger 
of this occurring is in the malaise and aparchy which still prevail io 
many parts of Russia. In the circumstances we can only hope that 
Russian Jewry will hold steadily and unflinchingly to the one anchorage 
in this sea of uncertainty—the duly constituted Provisional Government. 


Neo-Jewish Nationalism.” 


WE gladly give space this week to the letter of so tried and worthy a 
member of the Community as Mr. MicHAEL A. GREEN. Mr. GREEN 
feels uneasy lest “ neo-Jewlsh Nationalism,” as he terms it, bring 
misfortune upon the Jewish people. He believes that it is only since the 
birth of the movement which he so describes that the complete political 
assimilation of the Jew with the State bas been questioned. All we can 
say is that Jewish Nationalism, properly understood and interpreted, has 
never, to our knowledge, challenged, but always insisted upon, the 
Jew’s absolute and unquestioning loyalty to the country of which he 
is a citizen. On what does Mr. GREEN base himself in the contrary 
notion he evidently harbours, and which we assure him, with all possible 
respect, is'a delusion? Mr. GREEN tells us that ome consequence of 
this questioning of our political unity has been to encourage anti-Semitic 
charges of imperfect English allegiance and to foster the fable of inter- 
national Jewish solidarity. . But are we really to hold our lives and opinions 
at the pleasure of anti-Jewish agitators, and do or say nothing without 
asking ourselves what this or that ill-balanced scribbler may think of 
it? That is not a position which any self-respecting body of men will 
cultivate, and really, with all respect to Mr. GREEN, it occurs to us that 
his statements as to the effect of the Zionist movement and its 
dangers are utterly without any sort of foundation, save in the morbid 
imaginings of weak-spirited Jews. 


Jewish Nationalism and Loyalty. 


Witt Mr. GREEN read—it is just a handy example—the pro- 
ceedings of the Zionist Conference held recently in Winnipeg, 
an- account of which, belated through no fault of ours, appears 
in this very issue. He can discount our correspondent's enthusiasm, but 
reducing the report to sheer facts, will he say that when men like SIR 
ROBERT BORDEN heartily support the Zionist movement, it is one that is 
in the remotest inimical to sentiments of the strongest and most absolute 


| loyalty fo the Empire? Or, again, when a Zionist Conference “ planks " 
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for Conscription, is that a sign of lack of patriotism’ We might in the 
same way ask Mr. GREEN to square his timorousness on Jewish 
Nationalism wiih the fact that a Jewish Palestine is widely regarded by 
the very best of Englishmen as a British interest, and that the present 
FOREIGN SECRETARY applauds the movement. As for Zionism lending 
colour to the fable of international Jewish solidarity, we are disposed to 
think that eventhe sort of people who cry out about Jewish internationalism 
must perceive that Zionism is a national as opposed to an international 
striving, and if there be anything in their complaint, /ionism must form 
a mitigation and not an aggravation of their grievance. Let us say, in 
conclusion, that Mr. GREEN’s suggestion that Jews should publicly and in 
some striking manner testify their complete allegiance to thier I'nglish 
political nationality, is either likely to appear a mere vulgar boast, or the 
sort of self-accusation -which results from superfluous excusing. All 
English Jews, without distinction, bear that complete allegiance, sans 
phrase, and not less surely than any others those who profess and 
proclaim themselves Jewish Nationalists, for it is part and parcel of their 
political creed. 


A Jewish Minister! 

We observe that Dr. Jacos SALkino, who has of late been prominently 
identified with the resistance by Russian Jews to Military Service, and 
who was described as a minister, of Western Road, Hove, was charged 
at the Thames Police Court last week with being an absentee from the 
Army. According to the newspaper reports : 

When the defendant was arrested he said to Detective-Sergeant Boreham : 
‘I am staying with Madame \\ ingrover as her guest at Hove. My wife has taken 
proceedings against me in the Divorce Court, and I am not going to defend. 
Madame Wiugrover keeps me. I don't want to join the British Army as I don’t 
shed blood. I come frequently to London to address meetings, I have officiated 
as Rabbi at Berwick Street.” Sergeant Boreham added that the defendant had 
recently been addressing meetings of Russians who were opposed to recruiting. 
When the defendant first registered, in August, 1915, he described himself as a 
ladies outfitter, 

For the defence, it was stated that the defendant had been minister ata 
Jewish synagogue at Soho, also of oneat Cardiff. He had also officiated at mar. 
riages. He denied that his wife bad any ground of complaint against him. The 
defendant said he bad preached at synagogues in Birmingham, Manchester, atid 
Swansea. 

The magistrate thought the defendant came within the exemption clause, and 
dismissed the charge. 

We will not stay to enjuire what it was that induced Dr. SaLixina to 
change his occupation from that of ladies’ outfitter to Jewish minister, 
or rather, to revert to the latter calling. But we feel impelled to ask what 
evidence was laid before the magistrate as to Dr. SALKIino’s claim 
to be regarded as an exemptable minister—whether, for instance, 
it had the concurrence of the CHier KABpst; whether, indeed, 
Dr. HERTZ was even consulted upon the matter? Because the alleged 


statements of Dr. SALKIND that he did not intend to defend bimself 
against divorce proceedings by his wife, and that he was being 
‘“‘kept"’ by some other lady, do not square in our mind with the 


profession of a Jewish minister preaching in synagogues and officiating 
as Kabbi or at marriages. Nor is it likely to enhance the credit and 
repute either of the Jewish ministry, or of the Jewish Community as a 
whole, to have anyone in such circumstances declared a Jewish 
minister and so advertised in the Press. The time has come to enquire 
whether there is no means by which the Community can defend its repu 
tation in cases such as these. Dr. SALKIND was, of course, concerned 
only in obtaining exemption from Military Service; but a far more 
important question was opened up for Anglo-Jewry by the proceedings 
in which he figured. It is one which, for the sake of its honour aad 
dignity, the Community should not ignore. 


Communal Reconstruction. 
THROUGHOUT much of the world the war has subverted the old order 
and transformed it out of all recognition. Our own Community, and 
not least in this country, has felt the tidal wave, too, and is not and never 
can be, what it was before. Should there not be some earnest attempt 
to reconstitute Anglo-Jewry upon its new foundations and fit it, in its 
every branch, for the new time and the new demands? It is right that, 
as foreshadowed, the Board of Deputies of .the future should be made to 
represent all or the vast majority of the Jews of the country and 
become a powerful democratic Jewish body. But there are many 
matters which neither the Board nor, indeed, any other body has, 
in the past, taken charge of, and which, in more or less bugger- 
mugger fashion, have taken charge of themselves. In the more strictly 
religious sphere, again, the call for reconstruction is irresistible, Of 


that there has been no slight evidence in the recent discussions ' 


on the subject, of which our columns have borne 
Philanthropic and quasi-philanthropic machinery needs, too, much 
over-hauling if it is to remain aa effectual instrument of the 
Community. We doubt whether the Community as a whole have 
realised the upheaval which has taken place. More than thirty 
thousand of our Jewish young men have been taken from the pursuits of 
civil life and have been placed under army conditions, many of them to face 
catastrophe and suffering. What are we goivg to do for this flower of our 
manhood when it returns? There will be urgent needs of the moment 
—the resumption of life at home, the search for a livelihood, the quest 
for fresh fields and pastures new. What, we should like to know, is

The Board and Foreign Affairs. 
A Foolish Flirtation. 


Y a curious coincidence two debates in Parliament which occurred 
during last week provided an illuminating shaft of light upon a 
bitter communal controversy. The dispute is still in being, and, 
indeed, a few days ago was revived afresh. When the Board of 

Deputies at their meeting in June carried a resolution which was virtually one 
of want of confidencein the Conjoint Committee, and last month determined 
to break away from that Committee and end the partnership in respect 
to it with the Anglo-Jewish Assocation, its action was dictated by a 
determination to take popular control of communal foreign policy. It had 
made up its mind to be done, once and for all, with the hush and 


the secrecy and the mumbo-jumbo nonsense which had for so long 
characterised the proceedings of the Conjoint Committee. It was 
a system it determined to end, embracing the opportunity of the 


dreadful blunder of the Palestine Manifesto for the purpose. To a large 
extent the manifesto was employed as a pivot on which to hang the pent-up 
dislike for years of the methods of the Conjoint and the distrust it had 
engendered. But that fact does not prove the dislike not to have been profound, 
or the distrust thorough. Fhe one was so deep and the other so widespread 
that the Board did not hesitate to part with the services as hon, officers of 
three gentlemen who, whatever may be said of, their conduct as public 
workers in this particular matter—and the less said the better—had many 
yéars of excellent work to their credit. But scarcely had the Board so 
decided than itis called together again, and under the inspiration of its new 
Hon. Officers proceeds to recant of its determination to end the Conjoint 
Committee, by agreeing to see if it can find that body a new pair of crutches 
by which it may manage to hobble along yet a little longer. 


HE plea upon which the new President of the Board based his pro 

posal for opening negotiations with the Anglo. Jewish Association with 
a view to evolving some new ° treaty” regulating the dealing by both 
bodies with foreign affairs was as hesitant and uninspiring a performance 
as could well be imagined. A young Miss gingerly dipping her toe into the 
briny, afraid to enter the water, and fearful of being teased for her timidity, 
would form a picture of courageous resolution beside the figure of Sir 
Stuart Samuel humming and hawing with “ perhapses” and “ maybes”’ with 
the Anglo-Jewish Association. His attitude was reminiscent of the young 
country bumpkin violently ogling the village damsel to whom at last he 
shyly lisped: “ If you love me please thay tho: if you don’t love me please 
don't thay tho; but if you love me and don’t like to thay tho—squeeth my 
hand!"’ But amid all the paltering and the dallying in which he indu!ged, 
Sir Stuart managed to blurt out what is really at the root of the move to 
which he has made himself{aparty. They mast remember,” he exclaimed, 
“that the Conjoint Committee had had considerable authority in Govern- 
ment circles which perhaps the Board of Deputies alone might not be able 
to command.” There we have the inwardness.of the whole matter, the 
air of the mysterious, the atmosphere of secret locks and master-keys, of 
hidden springs and unseen bolts in which the Conjoint has managed to 
envelope a large proportion of the Community as with a grave and dark 


superstition. 
“TRE sentence quoted from Sir Stuart's speech gives point to what the 
present writer heard one not unconnected with this journal observe, in 
reference to this matter, There was no harm, it was suggested to him, in 
the Board just approaching the Anglo-Jewish to see if some arrangement 
could be come to. “No harm?" was his query. “ It reminds me of the 
comment which the Rabbis make upon the fact that in the Biblical 
narrative, though it records the Divine prohibition in regard to the tree in 
the Garden of Eden as confined to the eating of it, Eve, when asked by 
the Serpent, declared that the Almighty had forbidden the eating of the tree 
or the touching of it. The Rabbis say that this was the root of the world’s 
primal trouble; because the Serpent knowing this was a gratuitous exaggera- 
tion, pushed Eve on to the tree and then twitted hes because, as he put it, 
nothing happened. ‘Goon and eat,’ he said, ‘and nothing will happen 
either ''"’ The caveat was well put; though the genus to which the name 
of the tempter in this case belongs would not be found in the Reptile 
House at Regent's Park. Specimens are kept in another part, in 
one of the quadruped sections, of the Zoological Gardens. This 
by the way, but it is strange how this superstition in regard 
to foreign afiairs prevails, and is propagated in wider quarters 
than our Community. To be sure, we Jews derive our superstitions 
from the larger sphere and invest it with our own local colour. Lord Hugh 
Cecil claiming in the House of Commons that a capacity and understand. 
ing for foreign politics was reserved for the select among the so-called 
upper classes was but repeating in essence what has been said, times with- 
out number, at either the Board of Deputies or the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion in defence of our entrusting the foreign affairs of the Community to a 
small band who intirn gave them over to an inner Junta. When Mr. 
Balfour declared that secrecy was an essential of the proper conduct of 
foreign affairs he was but echoing in other language the persistent plea for 
the “ Private and Confidential” of the late President of the Board, whose 
illness we all regret and for whose recovery we all hope. But this view of 
foreign politics arises from the credulity which for years has been fostered in 
regard to them and which it is not surprising, many now cherish as an 
article of faith. It is on a level with the belief that prevails at Downing 
Street, that no one can take a hand in the Foreign Affairs of the country 
unless he be possessed of a private income of 4400 a year. 


At 


L this and much other of the trashy nonsense which clusters” 
around foreign politics, and which the Community, with the 


| 


assimilative tendency of Jews, Das attached to its foreign affairs, arises from 
a quite understandable cause. It is gratifying to be one of a select band 
the depository of esoteric mysteries, the cynosure of wondering eyes 
anxious to penetrate secrets hidden in a chosen bosom, to be the preferred 
instrument of hushed incantations, an object of awful consequence in the 
view of one’s fellows. Most men—and almost all women—delight in 
the mild excitement, the self-satisfaetion, the sense of importance which 
that sort of thing confers. Obviously anything like a popular participation 
in the business is destructive of it. That is why it is always guarded as a 
close preserve of the few. Democratic measures wonld demolish the delusion 
of the public which is an essential part of the game. All Priesthoods, and 
not least that narrow Aaron-family conservation, the remains of which 
persist among us to this day, have their roots in the same human tendency 
the tendency of gratification in the glory of being important and of 
attributing iniportance (and many otherthings) to that which is concealed and 
thus-mysterious. All thés is natural. But what is puzzling is that with the 
horrible world-disaster which Diplomacy, as it is understood and is prac- 
lised, has brought to our tear-dimned eyes, with the holocaust of human 
sulfering under which our minds and bodies ache, still upon us as a result 
of the secret methods of foreign politics, even such select superior 
beings as members of the, House of Cecil have the temerity to say 
even a word in favour of the wretched system. The impertinence—the 
word isaused in its original meaning—of this performance is equalled 
only by the foolish ‘irtation with the old system of communal 
diplomacy with which the new Hon. Officers of the Board have inaugurated 
their official being... Surely the utterly egregious failure of the Conjoint and 
its disservice tothe Community have been patent enough and to spare. To seek 
by strange incantations to revive the moribund thing in order to save the 
amour propre ot a few individuals and perchance some personal interests 
were a wicked flouting of the clear demand of Anglo-Jewry. To refuse 
the Conjoint Committee the dissolution it has earned, and decent burial 
were something of a scandal, 


HERE is, however, a severely utilitarian reason against any revival of 

the Conjoint Committee,. or the: Community's entrusting its affairs 

to any such an organisation in which a non-representative. quasi-charitable 
body like the Anglo- Jewish Association has control, even if the parent bodies 
of the Committee are in future allowed any control at all. (In the past, we 
kuow, they have not been permitted to control, and the Committee has 


arrogated to itself the position of an independent body.) The reason 
is because Sir Stuart Samuel was utterly wrong in supposing that 
the Conjoint had had “ considerable authority in Government. circles,” 


if he referred to recent times, and if he did not, then his reference 
had neo point. The “Government circles” have long known all 
about the Conjoint, what it really was and how its affairs 
were conducted. They are fully aware of the repudiation of ‘it 
and. its works by the vast bulk of the Community. Sir Stuart 
is equally wrong in supposing that the Board of Deputies would not 
have “authoritv’’ in such circles. Those circles know the value of a 


representative body: and the wider-based upon the Jewish Community the 
Board is, the securer will be its “authority in every Government 
office. Why then this nonsensical coquetting? Is it not because 
Sir Stuart has been warned—a mild word--that the Conjoint will “ go on” 
despite the Board of Deputies, and that there will be two voices, each 
purporting to speak on behalf of Anglo-Jewry ? But the Board is surely not 
going to be put off—or upon---by any such ridiculous threat. Let those who 
menace the Community in this way“ go on "’ with their menace to the well- 
being of the community, and the community will know how to deal with the 
ménace—and its authors—in due course. 


HEKE is, finally, an abundant reason why this attemptto revive the 
Conjoint Committee should. not be made. That is because the 
Board of Deputies, by a large majority, virtually decided otherwise. 
Indeed, I am in doubt whether the resolutions at the last meeting of the 
Board are not in consequence ultra vires. Be this as it may, the new 
Hon. Officers of the Board may as well understand that the Board 
itself is held by the Community to be responsible, to a very great 
extent, for the vagaries of the Conjoint, and the Board has so tosay been on 
this occasian discharged with a caution. Butif it goes in for flouting the 
distinetly expressed will of the Community, the Board will have proved itself 
in the popular mind, not the innocent victim of the Con joint’s wickedness but a 
partner in its crimes and with the Conjoint it will have to go. A new 
representative body, truly and widely representative, is by no means 


impossible, and the Board might well find itself left high and dry registering 
marriages. 


OMEWHERE in the New Testament the werds are attributed to the 
founder of Christianity, ‘‘ Those whom God hath joined let no man 
put asunder.’ But the opposite is an even more valuable doctrine—" those 
whom God hath put assunder let no man join.” The alliance between a 
representative organisation like the Board and a body of well-meaning 
ladies and gentlemen carrying on educational work in, say, Timbuctoo, is 
an unnatural one. It is an alliance contrary to political nature, and the 
Conjoint, as it has been, was but a fitting result of sich an illicit union. The 
Community has decreed a dissolution ; it will be strange if such professed 
democrats as the new President and his colleagues begin their official 
career by flouting a popular edict delivered in terms the most definite 
possible. Personally I think infinitely better of them than to believe they 
will lend their hands to any such work, so retrogressive and so dangerous 
as it would certainly be to communal interests,

Anti-Semitism in Russia. 


sSPONDENT | PETROGRAD 

Newspapers which have reached here from Kharkoff contain a declaration by 
a local Jewish miller, M. Eisler, showing the extent of the harm done by the 
anti-Semitic Anarchist agitators, The miller complained, not in the capacity of 
in employer, but as a Jew ho, together with his other coreligronists, had 
welcomed the Revoiuation with all sincerity Now he was compelled to forward 
to the local committee of Soldiers and Workmena painful declaration that, as a 
result of the seeds sown by Jew-baiting agitators, his workmen began to indulge 
in anti-Semitic exoloits unheard of even during the old régime, and he requested 
the committee to protect him 

An analysis made at the headquarters of the Council of Workmen and 
Soldiers’ Delegates proves that all agitators now addressing crowds against the 
lews seem to have been trained by one organisation. They all employ an 
identical method of attack, and their arguments differ only inasmuch as some of 
the speakers ad iress themselves to the mob from the point of view of peace- 
lovers. while others pose as defenders of all that is Real Russian and free from 
Jewish influence. The former point to M. Vinaver and other leading Jews who 
advocated, likeal! their Cadet friends, War toa “complete victory " and loyalty to 
the Alles The latter agitators exclaim “the Jews took away your Tear—your 
religion comes next.” A notorious saying of these men is “the Jews have us all 
in their bag" and “we have to dance on their strings.” There is no doubt that 
German money is responsible for a good deal of the trouble. 

“ RABBI” VINAVER. 

The Real Russians in a pro-German anti-War appeal also developed the idea 
of a new Union of Christian Russians against ‘‘ Rabbi” Vinaver's rule, in order 
to make a stand for the Church, which, they alleged, the Jews proposed to assail, 
and to free the peasants and village communes from Jewish influence. 

The bright side of the matter is the gradual disappearance of the tolerance 
shown to the agitators by the authorities. On the plea of free speech, the antr- 
Semiies were given more than a good hearing. Now, however, the Government 
is making a firm stand against this dangerous element,

A Jew Chairman of Russian Municipality.

The majority of the new Moscow Municipality has elected M. Osip Minor 
Chairman of the Municipality. In that capacity he will preside over the Council 
of the ancient capital, 

M. Minor is the son of the former Crown Rabbi of Moscow. He is a 
Socialist, sixty years of age, a former politica! exile and prisoner in Siberia. He 
only returned home after the deposition of the Tsar. Besides M. Minor, nineteen 
other Jews were elected Municipal Councillors in Moscow. 


The Beilis Case Inquiry.

It has been practically decided to try the ex-jadges of Beilis, MM. Boldireff, 
Vigura and Yushkevitch, as well as the judges of other pro-Beilis witnesses, who 
were after the trial prosecuted by the authorities. The charge will be based on 
an article of the criminal code. 


Reconstruction in Russia. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) PETROGRAD 


Accounts received from the townlets and villages near the Austrian frontier, 
especially from the Bessarabian district in the neighbourhood of Chotin, show 
that our brethren who returned to their homes after suffering wholesale expulsions 
under the old régime, are slowly reconstructing their ruined houses. Their di:s- 
putes with their Gentile neighbours, who seized their property in their absence, 
were settled. It is estimated that the cost of the complete reconstruction of the 
totally ruined homes of 1,200 families near. Chotin will amount to a million 
roubles. The local Jewish inhabitants also appealed for help to open schools. 


Destructive Fires in Russia: and in Poland. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] PETROGRAD. 

A great fire destroyed four hundred houses at the Jewish townlet Badzentin 
(Kreltce). -~Some-of the Jewish inhabitants were burned to death in the conflagra 
tion, among them M. Goldberg, who perished with a Scroll of the Law in his 
hands while helping to rescue the Sepharim from the synagogues. Thanks to 
heroic efforts only twenty scrolls were lost in the fames. The total losses amount 
to five million roubles. 

Great conflagrations also destroyed large parts of the townlets Kamenetz 
(Grodno), Zsgov, Yezarna, Iliatani (Courland); and Kotna (Lomza). In the latter 
place, I regret to say, a valuable Jewish library perished in the flames. 


Jewish Institutions Closed in a Polish Town. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 

As a result of the petition of the local Christian authorities who céntrol the 
Jewish affairs, the police of Dombrova (Poland) closed all synagogues, Jewish 
schools; and Chedarim. The anti-Semitic petitioners gave as the reason for their 
plea the alleged mismanagement of the Jewish Institutions. 


Food .Conservation Among American Jews,

The Jewish Commission, Co-operating with Mr. Herbert Hoover in the work 
of food administration, is formulating plans for an extensive campaiga with the 


object of reaching every Jew in the country with the message of food conservation. 
The Commission, which consists of Dr.. Joseph Krauskopf, Chairman, of 


) Philadelphia, and Rabbis Sidney Goldstein and David de Sola Pool, both of this 


city, has an office in the old Department of Justice Building, Washington, D.C., 
from which centre will radiate Tts efforts to all parts of the nation, 

According to Dr. David de Sola Pool, the Commission will look to the rabbis 
of the country to contribute ia a large measure to the promotion of the anti-waste 
and food saving propaganda. Already more thana hundred rabbis have been 
invited to attend a series of lectures on food conservation to be given about the 
middle of August in the capital of the nation. 

To the fullest possible extent the aid of Jewish organisation of all kinds will 
be enlisted. Appeals will be made to the Y.M.H.A, organisation, the Council of 
Jewish Women, the “ Hadassahs,"’ and the Sisterhoods, to organise classes and 
lectures in food conservation. Committees of Jewish women at seaside, mountain 
and other summer resorts will be formed to further the success of this great 
undertaking. 

It is expected to set aside a Food Conservation Day forthe synagogues of the 
nation, on which day the importance of joining in the work will be emphasised, 
and the people urged to organise to meet the greatest need of the day, 


~ Jews and the Austrian Parliament.

The Austrian Jews had several unpleasant experiences during the. session of 
the Reichsrath, a number of anti-Semitic spokesmen having attacked them 
severely. One Deputy, Herr Teifel, had the audacity to censure Deputy 
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of military age, whereas the Jewish deputy in question was sixty-seven years of 
age, and had lost a son at the front. 

In reply to the motion of the Polish anti-Semites urging the Ministry to 
compile statistics of the military effort made by each nationality and creed in 
Austria in order, as they hope, to discredit the Jews for their alleged “ insufficient 
response and lack of enthusiasm for field service,” Deputy Dr. Siraucher 
delivered an eloquent speech proving that the Austrian Jews have done their duty, 
and that in the tenth Izonzo battle Jews greatly distinguished themselves. 

The Austrian Jewish newspapers also print a long list containing four hundred 
and seventy-seven names of recently decorated Jewish officers, soldiers, and 
doctors for bravery at the front. The list also includes the name of First Flight 
Lieut. Sack, the son of the deceased Rabbi of Emichov, who obtained ten 
decorations and the First Class of the Iron Cross, 


American Red Cross Commission to Rumania.

Rumania. It is more than probable, adds the correspondent, that “a more

Sir,—Absence from town prevented me from replying at once to Mr. Blank. 
I must acknowledge the frank statement made by him on behalf of Lord 
Swaythling, definitely laying down the conditions for calling a meeting to discuss 
his Lordsttip’s attitude towards the Manifesto of the Conjoint Committee. 


Inasmach as 1 consider this statement to be final, though belated, I repyard the 
controversy as to the reluctance of the head of the Federated Synagcgues to 
meet bis Board on the subject, as closed. 

1 also consider that Mr. Blank very properly omitted to give the names of 
the four gentlemen who begged of him to withdraw their signatures from the 
protest against the Manifesto. Their latest step proves that no value can be 
attached to their actions in such matters, and for their own sakes their identity 
ought not to be disclosed. 

With regard to his other statements, I must say that I made no secret in my 
letter of my specifically Zionist connections. [But it will be well to state that the 
Zionist Committee, of which I am the Hon. Secretary, as now constituted, is the 
result of a conference held at the Jewish Board of Guardians on ilth June, 1917, 
at which twenty-six Federated Synagogues were represented and which also 
adopted the following resolution :-— 

That we emphatically protest against the Manifesto of the Conjoint Committee, and 
declare that those persons who profess to speak oa behali of the peopie, but do not 
represent their views, have no right to retain their positions. 

The petition for a special general meeting of the Board of the Federated 
Synagogues was undertaken in harmony with the decision of that conference. It 
was signed by sixty-one gentlenfen who believed themselves qualified to speak 
and interpret the feelings of the iollowing synagogues —

A deputation which, we understand, is to be introduced by ether Mayor Lionel 
de Rothschild, M.P., or Lord Swaythling is to wait upon Lord Derby (the War 
Minister) on Thursday next, for the purpose of urging that the unit of Jews now 
being formed shali not be given the distinctive style of “ Jewish.” 


THE = TIMES” ON THE JEWISH REGIMENT. 

In the Tinres of yesterday the following was published as a leading article: 
The Secretary of the War Office announced at the end of July the impending 
formation of a Jewish Regiment of infantry, under the command of experienced 
sritish officers. His announcement added that instructions had already been 
given for the transfer to this unit of Jewish soldiers with a knowledge of Yiddish 
and Russian who are now serving in British regiments: and it suggested that the 
badge of the regiment should consist-of a representation of King David's shield 
Though not explicitly stated, it was generally understood that the new Jewish 
unit would be reserved for service in Palestine, and that the appeal which its 


formation would make to recruits of the Jewish faith would thus be greatly | 


enhanced. Yet, hitherto, no public statement of this kind has appeared. Little 
imagination is needed to understand the effect which such a statement would 
produce, not only among Jews in Great Britain, but among the great masses of 
Jewry in Russia, the United States, and even in enemy countries. This modicum 
of imagination appears, however, to be lacking in some military quarters. They 
have put their hands to the plough, but seem fearful of driving their furrow, 
Straight. and deep, lest, peradventure, i{ cut across the beaten 
of individual Jews whose interest in Palestine is remote. As an eminent 
correspondent reminded us last May, such Jews doubiless feel it “imconvenient » 
that their race does constitute a nationality. But, quite apart from this aspect of 
the question, and judging the utilisation of Jewish recruits solely from the military 
standpoint, it is evident that far better resultsare likely to be obtained from Jewish 
soldiers fighting as Jews on soil sacred to them than if they are scattered 
throughout the British Army, exposed to the drawbacks inseparable 
from such dispersion, and employed on fronts that make no special appeal to 
their idealism. We trust, therefore, that having once taken this business ia 
band, the War Office will carry it through with dispatch and thoroughness. The 
excellent work of the Zionist Mule Corps on the Gallipoli Peainsula shows what 
Jews can do when well organised and led. We believe that a fewish Regiment 
formed on similar lines and in the same spirit, would render valuable military service 
to the Allied cause and would go far to remove the unpleasant impression widely 
made by the apparent distaste of many Jewish youths of non-British nationality 
for military service. Such of those youths who have elected to remain in this 
country are now liable to compulsion. Common sense suggests that they should 
be given an opportunity of serving in conditions the least calculated to provide 
hem with any legitimate grievance. We recognise to the full the valour already 
shown in the fiela by soldiers and officers of the Jewish faith in the British Army. 
but we regard the obvious desire of many of these very officers and men to join 
the projected Jewish Regiment as clear proof of the appeal which its formation 
would make to Jews of every class and political allegiance, 


: “ A SAD CASE.” 


Under this caption an editorial in the Daily Hebrew Journal, Toronto. 
of the 29th July, says:—After long and laborious work, a Jewish battalion or 
legion, as it was originally called, has been sanctioned by the English Goverement. 
There will probably be some Jews, especially sentimentalist, who will welcome a 
Jewish Regiment that will fight under the Shield of David, aad be commanded by 
Jewish officers, having a Jewish kitchen, etc. It may be that from the point of 
view of the Jewish soldier a Jewish regiment might be more convenient. None 
the less, the whole scheme is to be deeply regretted. Officially the Jewish people 
are not at war, though they are loyal as subjects in every country they live. When 
Jews fight they do so under the flag of the country of which they are citizens, 
fulfilling the obligations, as every subject should do. But it is quite different 
when a special Jewish Regiment is formed. In such a case Jews no longer fight 
as citizens but as Jews, and that is very deplorable, since Jews, as a nation, are 


not at war.

PROTEST ON BEHALF OF RUSSIAN JEWS. 

Mr. S. Josern, Chairman of the Russian Jews Protection Committee, 10 
Great Garden Street, E., in the course of a letter “On behalf of the 
Russian Jews Protection Committee elected at a representative conierence of over 
eighty organisations of those Jews whose fate is now in the balance,” says that a 
proposal to form a Jewish Kegiment was rejected by the War Office a year ago, 
and submits that if the reasons against the formation of a Jewish Regiment were 
valid then, when the idea of returning to and serving for Russia was abhorrent to 
every Kussian Jew, when to join the British forces was unpalatable to many Jews 
because of the alliance with autocratic Tsarism, how much more do these reasons 
pply now, when to be repatriated to Russia is not a threat, and to serve in the 
isritish Army 1s no longer unpalatable’? In our opinion,-to form a Jewish Reg: 
ment now would be an absurdity if recruiting is to be voluntary and wrong if 
recruits ate going to be enrolled compulsorily, for the following reasons 

“ Hundreds of thousands of Jews have during the past three years been shedding 
their blood hergically on all fronts. They have been fighting not as Jews but as 
citizens of the land in which they dwell, expecting to reap the same fruit as the 
other citizens of those lands. The formation of a Jewish Unit would, therefore, 
be a profanation of the memories of those heroes who have already fallen, and an 
insult to those who are still prepared to offer the supreme sacrifice on behalf of 
their country; for it would mean thata section of their brethren bad elected to 
fight not as citizens of their country, but for some separate interests. 

‘* Since an agreement has been arrived at with the Russian Provisional Govern 
ment, by which Russians in this country are given the choice of either returning 
to Russia and fight there or remaining in England to fight with the British forces, 
it must be clear to all that those who have chosen to remain here have done so 
with the deliberate and earnest intention of joining the British Army and fighting 
side by side with their British comrades, just as those who bave.chosen to return 
to Russia have done so with the pure intention of fighting on, behall of their 
country. where-they are now recognised as free citizens. 

“If a specific Jewish unit is formed with the Shield of David for its crest, it 
will be forcing men to commit fratricide. If a Jew fighting on behalf of his 
respective country kills an enemy-Jew, the deed is not a Jewish one, but aa 
English, a French, a German, an Austrian, a Turkish one, as'the case may be 
but if a member of a Jewish Unit, fighting under a special Jewish flag, kills an 
enemy -Jew, it will be a sheer Jewish deed 

“These .reasons have been submitted to the whole of the Russo-Jewish 
masses «esideat ia this country and resolutions of ardent protests against 
the formation of a Jewish Unit have been adopted in London as well as in the 
other large Jewish centres. We who have been born and bred among the Jewish 
masses, and whose lives, sufterings and hopes are bound up with those of the 
immigrant Russian Jews, declare that the few men who have now induced the 
War Office to proceed with the formation of a Jewish Regiment are woelully 
igaorant of the sentiments and views of the Jewish masses. We know the heart 
of the Russo-Jewish masses in this country, and know that it beats if unison with 
usin energelically.protesting against a Jewish Regiment, voluntary or compalsory.” 


BIRMINGHAM.

Ultimately it was resolved “that in 
the opinion of this meeting, representing a large number of Friendly and Trade 
Societies, it is desirable, in the interests of Russian Jews of military age resident 
in Birmingham, that two Jews shall be added to the Tribunal sitting in Birming- 
ham, and the Lord Mayor and Local Goverament Board be approached to seoure 
such represeatation. 

Theaneeting then adjourned for a fortnight to enable the various sociei.cs 
to meet and consult before the final decision. 

EDINBURGH. 

A mass meeting was held last Sunday at the New Hebrew Congregation, 
Synagogue Chambers, when an Advisgsy and Support Committee, in aid of 
Russian Jews who have to join the army was appointed.

A Sermon of the Week. 


(Specially Written for the lewisu CHRONICLE.) 


SOCIABILITY. 

“Woe to him thai is alone when hz falleth, for he hath not another to help hint up. - 
Ecclesiastes 10. 

We wrote last week on the subject of “ Loneliness,” endeavouring t® 
show that every life, if it is grown to its fall development, needs 
its solitary hours. But, like many statements that one puts 
forward from time to time, this one only represents half a truth. 
The opposite fact must also be taken into account—that we are 
made for society, for free and confiding converse with our fellow-men, that 
we can double our blessings by sharing them with others, and halve 


our woes by breathing them in some sympathetic ear. There 
can be no doubt -of the meaning of the preacher's words, He 
urges us not to yield to the passion for solitude, but to knit 
our lives to our brothers’ lives, to cultivate every true rela- 
tion to our fellow-men. The true social life which he urges us 
to cultivate does not signify what often passes for society. The 


ordinary contacts of men in business whose knowledge of, and care for, one 
another is limited to their mere business interests, the frivolous meetings of 
what we call fashionable life—these are not true companionships—these 
are things that many of us could well dispense with. [ut true society, in 
which man really meets with man, and heart with heart, and character with 
character—that is a something we cannot do without. Take the great 
emotional epochs of one's life. in times of strong emotion there comes the 
impulse to break away from the world. Perhaps some overwhelming joy 
hasS cOme to us, and the world’s answer to our ecstasies seems so cold. 
People take our hand and say, ‘I am glad for you,” but it is a sober, 
indifferent gladness which does not correspond to the great things we are 
feeling. Or, instead of joy, we may experience sorrow, and then the 
impulse to retire within is stronger still. The ache about the heart, the 
feeling of desolation which is so personal, why should it stay in a crowd, 
where the kindest hands touch it only to make it ache a little more? 
Such desires, in joy and in sorrow, are both natural, but it is not good to 
yield to either of them. It is ‘no superficial impulse which sometimes drives 
the very happy or the very sorrowful into the 
PRESENCE AND COMPANY OF MEN. 

Even frivolous companionships have a humanity about them which is 


preservative and better than solitude. We may fearn from. the 
oonversation of an ignorant person what is the mental out- 
look of an ignorant person, and that is something worth know- 


ing. After all, it is the social’ life that holds the soul in its true place. 
Some philosophers tell us that all virtues have their origin in the social 
life; are to be explained as a development from the gregarious and 
mutually protective instinct in man. Whether this theory be well-founded 
or not, it is certain that many virtues flourish in society rather than in 
solitude. The solitary life necessarily breeds selfishness, but we 
canuot move among our fellows without deferring, in some measure, 
to their wishes, and exhibiling in our conduct a greater or less 
degree of altruism. Then there is the tendency of the = social 
life to produce uniformity of behaviour. Society tends at one and 
the same time to keep the bad from sinking as low, and the good from 
rising as high, as would be the case if their lives were solitary. It is like 
a sheet of ice on the surface of a pond, which holds up the stones frozen in 
it so that they cannot sink, and holds down the particles which, if they were 
free, would soar away into the clouds. As we look around upon the actual 
life of society we shall see some men of whom we feel sure that, if the 
restraints and decencies of social life were broken up, they would drop like 
lead. They are restrained from flagrant acts of wickedness by the 
standards and habits of the times and places in which they live. And 
then there are other men who we fear are held back by these same 
restraints from giving free play to their exceptional and characteristic 
virtees, If they were living alone, we feel certain they would achieve 
some splendid works which are impossible here in this average life. This 
levelling, equalising power of social life often gives an unreal look to 
people's virtues. Who knows, we ask, whether they are essentially, 
intrinsically good ? Who knows whether they are not stones that, if the 
ice melted, would fall and sink? And who kuows how much better and 
truer to themselves some men might not be, if it were not for the dead level 
of uniformity to which society is tying them down? We have this same 
feeling about ourselves. We are not doing our worst. because society 
forbids it. but we are not doing our best. We are just, as it were, pressed 
between two great forces which won't let us sink too low or rise too high. 
Such being the 
EFFECT OF SOCIAL INTERCOURSE 
with our fellows, what is to save us from the evil influence, without losing 
us the good? What is to set us free from the failure to be our best, and 
yet preserve the power which keeps us from being our worst? Not aynoody 
retirement, a selfish isolation, but a higher consecration; not solitude, but 
some companionship larger than our companion-ship with fellow-men, and 
yet including it and not inconsistent with it. And that must be a conse. 
cration to, and a companionship with, God—the kind of companionship 
that we read of in the Bible when we are told that such and such a saint 
“walked with God.” Nor need we go to the Bible for instances. Our own 
experiences tell us of men and women we have known who realised the 
ideal of living, who lived in the world and yet were not its slaves, who 
seemed to get out of society all the good it had to give, and to leave 
its harm behind. Possibly there are not many such men and women 
in our particular circle, but there are some. And what is their secret ? 
Simply this: that over and above, surrounding and including, all 
their life with fellow-men, there is a life with God. That conseé¢ration 
overrules évery devotion to society. And here comes in a word on the 
other side. It is the object of true social life to keep men from wrong- 
doing, and to help them to their best development, It is a question for us 
all to ask: how far social life, as it exists among us, is doing both these 
things.. That it is doing the first to some good extent may be freely granted. 
Is it doing the other thing as well? Is it helping every character to its 
own best development? As-society stamps some vices as disgraceful, has 
‘it ao tendency to stamp some virtues as quixotic? Does it not say to those 
who would enter its portals, If you would enter here you must not do any-

Touching “ The Welfare of British Jews.” 
To the Editor of the Juwisu CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—August 19th.—A taste for driving exotic mammals is not 
necessarily a good preparation for organising on British Regimental lines a 
motley collection of refugees from Russia, and | think that Lord Rothschild 
will regret his connection with this task. His speech at the meeting at 
Jews’ College was a model of unstatesmanlike ineptitude. Who can 
imagine the late Lord Kothschild saying to a Jewish committee: “If a 
very large body of Jewish opinion in London was offended by 
the name or by anything else connected with the Regiment, 
he could only say that their objection must be sent direct to the War 
Office’? The head of the House of Rothschild in the past has been 
scrupulous to represent toGovernment Departments the views of “a very 
large body of Jewish opinion in London,” and has not impulsively espoused 
acause contrary to Jewish interests in conjunction with such a Depart- 
ment’s nominee. If Lord Rothschild had declined to lend his name to this 
scheme until he had taken advice from those qualified to jadge, the 
War Office would probably have reconsidered it. As it is, 
has lent them his name, and it may be too late, as 
petulantly remarks, to appraise its value. To some of us, 
least, it is more and more apparent that the presént bearer of the 
name has not inherited the authority which used to attach toit. This dual 
nationality myopia is a dangerous business for English Jews, and I still 
hope that Lord Kothschild's “foreign legion" of Russian Jews will be 
saved from the mistakes of its inception. 

August 20th.—I expected that the Board of Deputies would soon fall 
foul of the wreckers who turned out Mr. Alexander and his colleagues ; aad 
already the Jewish Curonicce finds that “the language of the recommenda- 
tion seems unfortunate '’—the recommendation in question for joint action 
with the Anglo- Jewish Association having been carried by a majority of two to 
one. At the same time, the Board declined to move a hostile resolution against 
one of the Vice-l’residents, who accepted election to that office on the clear 
understanding that his views on Zionism ("I could take no part in urging 
the establishment of Palestine as an autonomous Jewish State") were not 
inconsistent with his tenure of such office. We are getting on, as Mr. 
Asquith used .to say. Perhaps the Board will presently get back to its 
proper’ and legitimate functions, which are “to watch and take action with 
reference to all matters affecting the welfare of the British Jews as a 
religious community.”’ 

The future of foreigners in Palestine is plainly not such a matter, and 
no Deputy of a British synagogue has any mandate to discussit, If we 
are going tu bave © democratisation,” at least let our representatives aot 
exceed the powers with which we invested them. That way Cronrwellism 
lies. 

The welfare of British Jews as a. religious Community” is, far 
more intimately bound up with the ring of anti-Semitic journalists ia 
England to which I referred the other day. Why should not the Board of 
Deputies take it up? They might well be effective in that direction, 
and it would be strictly consistent with the object of their founda 
tion. This little gang of Junker journalists aims at injuring the welfare of 
British Jews as. a religious community. It aims at them on both 
counts of the indictment. Instead of regarding them as“ British 
Jews,” it seeks to misrepresent them as “Internationalists (Zionists) of 
British citizenship.” Indeed, of a * religious community" it misrepresents 
them as “ political financiers.”” Surely these deliberate attacks on the 
very articles of foundation of the Board of Deputies are more immediately 
its business than the future of Palestine or the wrangles of foreign co- 
religionists; and British Jews are not unlikely to claim more genuine 
representation in more than one channel of public action.

thing disgraceful, but you must also not be over-good; you must not talk 
too much about religion, you must not strike out new and original notes of 
manliness and truth; you must be conventional? It is for those who 
possess influence and leadership in society to modify these conditions of 
entrance, forbidding many things which society, as at present constituted, 
is disposed to condone, permitting other things upon which society is apt to 
frown with displeasure. One of the 
DISTINGUISHING FEATURES OF JUDAISM 

is its social character. It does not encourage a life of seclusion from the 
world, it makes for solidarity. Its watchword in this respect is }> BNSN IN 
N33, °* Do not separate thyself from the congregation.” It lays stress an 
the necessity of public worship, as something apart from and independent of 
private prayer. And this worship possesses a communal character. We 
otter our praises and petitions, and we confess our sins, in common; each 
of us regarding himself as a member of an organism which derives its life 
from its constituent parts, and gives vitality to them in return. Jewish 
festivals are essentially social functions. Again, Judaism raises to the level 
of a sacred duty the active manifestation of sympathy with the joys aud 
sorrows of others. In all this it does but reflect the need for human 
fellowship which is one of the primary conditions of man’s nature. Letus 
learn to make a profound use of this impulse. Not for mere pastime or 
amusement, or by vague instinct, but by reasonable purpose, let us have to 
do with each other's lives. Living in society, yet always keeping clear our 
own personality, and maintaining the higher companionship with God; 
helping and being helped, steadying ourselves with others and lifting others 
Of such a society we cannot have too much, we cannot stand 


too deeply in its very centre,

JACOBS.—Mr. John 1. Jacobs, of 10, Mark Lane, and 10, Cumberland 
Terrace, Regent's Park, passed away at Hindhead on Saturday morning, in his 
62nd year. Mr. Jacobs was born at Swansea, and was initiated into the 
shipping business in early life, his father and uncles having been shipowners in 
that town. He was articled to Messrs. Taylor and Streaifield, of London, in 
1872, and in about 1+79 he founded the present firm of Jobn J. Jacobs and Co., 
6, Billiter Street, E.C., and at one time managed a fleet of eighteen sailing ships. 
He was one of the first to reconsiruct cargo steamers for the purpose oi carrying 
molasses in bulk or oi]. He was for many years chairman of the Institate of 
Ship Brokers, which he assisted in founding. He was one of the founders, and was 
instrumental in establishing the Glamorgan Society in London, which bas proved 
such a boon to men from South Wales living in London, and up to the time of 
his death he was honorary.treasurer He was a member of the committees of 
several Jewish organisations and charities. He was on the commitiee of the 
Jewish Home for Incurables at Tottenham, and was a member of the Jewish 
Board of Deputies. He was also a member of the Board of Management of the 
Central Synagogue, where he has been a seatholder for over forty years. Mr 
Jacobs, who was a bachelor, leaves two brothers and two sisters surviving him, 
and two of his three nephews are serving His Majesty's Army abroad. Mr. 
Joseph H. Jacobs, the surviving partner of the firm, is a son-in-law of Sir Adolph 
Tuck

Arnold Jacobs 
was one of a small band of earnest young men who in those days willingly rallied 


to any cause in which their co-operation was invited, and such movements 
as the local Aid Societies, of which the East London. Orphan Aid Society 
led the way in the Metropolis, owe much to their energy and enthusiasm. 


Arnold Jacobs was asseciated with me as an active worker of both the Orpkan 
and the Board of Guardians Aid Scoc‘eties. The East London Jewish Lifeboat 
League was another movement in which he took a keen interest, organising a 
number of very successful annual East End collections on behal! of this great 
National Institution. His removal from East London was a distinct loss to the 
public life of the district, alihcugh he continued to serve on several local com- 
mittees, and was always ready to lend a hand in any good work inaugurated by 
or on behalf of his coreligionists of the Stepney Community.

ONE-TWENTIETH TO CHARITY. 

An estate of the gross value of £405,905 19s. 5d., with net personaliy of 
£390,056. 10s. 4d. has been left by Alderman Isidor Frankenburg, J.P., of 
Hafferston Grange, Weaverham, Cheshire, and of I. Frankenburg and Sons, 
Ltd., waterproof manufacturers, of Manchester and Saliord, Mayor of Salford 
in 1908 and in the two following years, President of the Manchester Jewish 
Board of Guardians, of the Manchester Jewish Lads’ Brigade, and of the Grove 
House Lads’ Club, who died on May 5th, aged seventy years. 

The will of July 16th, 1912, with two codicils is now proved by Mrs. Frances 
Ann Frankenburg, the widow, Merton Francis Frankenburg of 4, Park Lane, 
Higher Broughton, Salford, son, and the Public Trustee. 

The testator gives the use of his residence anc furnitore to his wife; an 
annuity of 4300 in.trust for his brother Julius and his wife; /500 to his nephew 
Edward: £500 each to the two daughters of bis brother Simon; and twenty 
shares of 410 each in his firm to his cashier Charles.Levine. 

The residue of the property is to be divided into one hundred paris, thirty- 
eight of which he leaves in trust for his wife for life, and then on further trusts 
for his grandchildren, eight paris each to his children Jessie, Merton and Sydney ; 
two parts to his son David; three parts to his daughter Esther ; fifteen parts to 
his grandchildren , five parts to the children of his brother Julius; eight parts to 
his daughter Mary; and the remaining five parts for charity. 

Out of the five parts bequeathed tocharity, three-tenthsare to goto the Jewish 
Board of Guardians for the Poor of Manchester; one-tenth to the Grove House 
Lads’ Club: one-tenth to the Home for Aged and Needy Jews, Cheetham Hill 
Road ; one-tenth to the Greengate Dispensary and Home for Crippled Children , 
and the remaining part for such charitable purposes as the executors may abso- 
lutely select, desiring thatit should be applied for those institutions in which he 
had taken interest. 


THE PIONEER OF CATERING. 


Sir Joseph Lyons of 26, West Kensington Gardens, W., Founder and Chair- 
man of J. Lyons and Co., Ltd., and of the Strand Palace Hotel, a director of the 
Trafford Park Estate, Manchesier, a Deputy-Lieut. for London, who died in June 
last, has left property of the value of £58,447, with net personalty / 56,686. 

The testator gives 41,000, his leasehold houses in West Kensington Gardens, 
and in George Street, Croydon, and the‘huusehold furniture, pictures, borses, 
carriages, motor cars, etc., to bis wife. The residue of the property is to be held 
in trust for his wife absolutely, but should the income thereof be insufficient to 
provide £4,000 a year, any deficiency shall be made good by the sale of capital.

Levy voluntarily enlisted in the Tyneside Commercials nearly three years ago, 
was promoted after many months in the trenches, and during the later months of 
his military career assisted the medical staff in dental work. His genial and true 
character gained for him many friends, who held him in the highest esteem and 
greatly mourn bis loss. His paren‘s, Mr. and Mrs. W. Levy, 67, Frederick 


street, South Shields, received from his officer, Lieut. Quartermaster 
W. I. Richardson, a letter, in the course of which he said :—“I am 
taking the liberty of writing you to express my great sorrow at the great 


calamity that bas befallen you in the death of your son, Lance-Corpl. Jack Levy, 
killed in action, I have been personally acquainted with him for the past sixteen 
months, during which time I bave served with the Battalion and not only 
acquainted with him in the matter of duty, but it bas been my privilege to know 
himasafriend. Duty brought us often in contact, bat I have always felt an 
infinitely greater interest in bim than that occasioned by duty, and of all those who 
will miss him in this Battalion—and I assure you they are many—none will more 
sincerely mourn for him than J]. I first got to know him when I joined the 
Balttahon during Passover week last year. I am the officer responsible for food 
and supplies, and he came to ask me to arrange for the issue to him and his coré- 
ligionists of food suitable for the season. This I was able to do, assuring nim 
that if 1 could help him at any time in any way, he was to come to me, 
Gradually I got to know and regard him not only becaxrse of his 
qualiues as a soldier, but because of his personal character. He was 
a thorough gentleman, courteous and kind at all times, a man who gave con- 
tinual inspiration to everyone because of his cheerful optimism and smiling face. 
It seems diflicult to realise that we shall see that smile no more. If there is any 
comfort to be obtained from the bitter cup, it will be to know that he was killed 
while asleep by a shell which burst in the aid post when he and others. were 
sleeping and that his death was instantaneous and painless. I do not know you, 
nor is there much likelihood of my ever meeting you, but I trust you will accept 
my ceepest sympathy in the loss of your gallant son, who has not only given Lis 
life for the cause that seemed to him right and just, but who has left the 
ihe better for his having lived in it, and leaves a memory behind him of all that 
:s best and noblest in an Englishman.” 

Mr. Arnold Joseplis, of South Shields, writes: —The !ate Lance-Corpl. 
Jack Levy was the fourth son of Mr. and Mrs. W. Levy. There 
were five sons and ail joined H.:M. Forces. Pte. H. Levy, Lancs. and Yorks, at 
present.in France; Pte. Julius Levy, R.A.M.C., in Salonika; Driver Samuel 
Levy, R.F.A., Scotland; Pte. Joseph Levy, Middlesex Regt. Mr. W. Levy has 
saffered internment for twenty-one months, and only after constant writing 
to the Home Office, was he allowed to reside at Leeds, and not in South 
Shields with his wife and only daughter. We have written to the Home 
Office that permission be granted for him to return to South Shields, buat were 
unsuccessful, and again requested that he be granted permission to live in New- 
castie-on-Tyne, where his elder brother resides, but til] now in vain. 

Makks.—The death has occurred in action of Pte. H. Marks, Scots Guards. 
The following letter bas been sent to the parents of the deceased soldier from the 
Chaplain of the regiment: “ We have lost a brave soldier and a good comrade, 
but we know that you have lost far more than that. Your son's death was part 
of the price that we paid’ for our victory that day—in a very real sense he laid 
down his life for his friends. He was faithful unto death.”

I have the honour to submit for the favour of your earnest consideration 
the granting of leave to soldiers of the Jewish Faith serving in the United 
Kingdom, for the purpose of observing the sacred festivals of the New Year 
and the Day of Atonement. 

I venture to suggest that leave be granted from Sunday, 16th Septem. 
ber, 1917, permitting of arrival home by 6 p.m., and terminating on Wed- 
nesday midday, the 19th, to cover the observance of the New Year; and 
from Tuesday, the 25th September, 1917, allowing of arrival home by 4p.m., 
and terminating midday Thursday, the 27th, for the observance of the 
solemnities of the Fast of Atonement. 

It is also submitted that, wherever possible, Jewish soldiers serving North 
of the Tweed and in Ireland, who may be stationed at long distances from 
their homes or from any Jewish communal centre, be allowed leave extend- 
ing from Sunday, the 16th September, until midday Thursday, the 27th 
September. 

The favour of your compliance with this request will be a continuance 
of the thoughtful regard always extended to the religious requirements of 
the Jewish members of H.M. Forces, and will be gratefully appreciafed by 
them as well as by the Jewish Community generally.

I do not know the reason for this action on the part of the War Ofhce 
Authorities, but two things are apparent: (1) That the Authorities do not wish 
to be uniair to these young men and would in fact like to avoid compulsion; 
(2) that practically all the sections of the Jewish Community (including the 
men concerned) are against the idea of a Jewish Regiment. All who have 4 
right to speak for the Community regard this step as most undesirable from the 
point of view of the Jewish people. It would lead me too far to enumerate here 
all the objections to this scheme. 1 would only say this: we have suffered 
enormously from the Ghettoés into which medieval intolerance and Russian 
Tzarism have put us, and we resent the idea of being put into a new Ghetto—a 
military Ghetto. 

Now, what are the authorities doing in order to avoid compulsion ” 

Three weeks have been given for voluntary attestation, and those who attest 
within these three weeks at a recruiting depot “can then themselves, providing 
there is room, choose the regiment to which they wish to belong How is the 
Russian Jew to know which regiment to choose’ Again, what if there is no 
room’ And why only three weeks?

To Russians in Great Britain 
MILITARY SERVICE. 


iInresponse to numerous enquiries as to the position 
of Russians in this Country in regard to Military Ser- 
vice, we print the following :-— 


i..-All Russians living in Great Britain, who are 
between the ages of 18 and 41, and who have not 
registered to return to Russia for Military Service, 
are now liable for Military Service in this Country. 


2.—Those who (if they are subsequently found 
fit for service) desire to join an existing British Regi- 
ment (and do NOT wish to join the Jewish Regiment) 
must WITHIN THE NEXT THREE WEEKS attest at a 
Recruiting Depot and they can then themselves, pro- 
viding there is room, choose the Regiment to which 
they wish to belong, 


3.—Although they thus attest they will still be 
entitled to appeal to the Tribunals for Exemption 
from Military Service on any of the grounds open 
to British Subjects, such as ill-health, permanent 
injury, being engaged in work essential to the carrying 
on of the War or otherwise of National Importance, &c., 
&ec. They will, in addition, be able to obtain Exemp- 
tion if they possess a Certificate from the Russian 
Government or from the RusSian Embassy in London. 


4.—Any Russians who do not attest Voluntarily 
WITHIN THE NEXT THREE WEEKS will then be liable 
to become CONSCRIPTS and compelled (subject to 
Exemption upon Appeal) toserve. In such event they, 
like British Conscripts, will not be given any choice 
as tothe Regiment to which they will be assigned and 
will be drafted asthe Authorities may determine. 


5.—In the case of RUSSIAN JEWS is it understood 
that if they allow themselves to become Conscripts by 
not attesting at a Recruiting Depot WITHIN THE NEXT 
THREE WEEKS they will be drafted into THE JEWISH 
REGIMENT which is now being formed, and will (subject 
to Exemption upon Appeal); be eompelled to serve in 
it. Any Russian Jew can, however, WITHIN THE NEXT 
THREE WEEKS, if he chooses, attest for service in the 
Jewish Regiment without waiting to be conscripted. 


6.—Jewish soldiers who are now serving in other 
regiments in the United Kingdom will not be trans- 
ferred to the Jewish Regiment unless they make an 
application to that effect, which will be duly considered. 
This refers equally to Russian as to all other Jews 
who are now inthe British Army.

Sir,—That unfortunate name, “The Jewish Regiment,” isnot the only dubious 
term passing current. What is the precise meaning of phrases such as “ The 
Jewish Parliament,” “the elected representatives of the Jewish people,” “their 
foreign affairs,” and others of like nature, which figure from time to time in your 
columns’ They are futile if they are applied to the political nationality of 
English Jews: they are otiose and deceptive if applied to communal life. 

The political nationality. of English Jews is absolutely identical in every 
respect with that of .beir non-Jewish fellow-countrymen. Our religion and 
descent are no concern of the state: our political status is no concern of any 
person. or body. Any assumption to the contrary, without or within the 
Community, is false. | 

Quite independent of our political nationality there are specific Jewish 
interests which form the basis of communal life. Dominating all. others is 
the religious interest, involving religious education, public worship, and the 
securing of legislative privileges when religious observances are in question. 
Another interest is the upkeep of our philanthropic institutions, which have played 
so important a part in assisting foreign Jews, end in guiding them along the paths 
of Anglo-Jewish life which their predecessors have trod. There are the claims of 
> Jewish history, literature and scholarship. There is the clear call to help the 
4 cause of full civil and religious.rigbts for all Jews as nat-onals of the countries in 
which thev live. 

It is only since the birth of the Jewish neo- hational movement that any 
voices, and those preponderatinyly foreign, have been raised to question the com- 


plete political assimilation of the English Jew with the State. One consequence 

: has been to give encouragement and cojour to anti-Semitic charges of imperfect 
i English allegiance,.and to foster the fable of international Jewish solidarity. 
: Another result is te create a cleavage.in the Community which, if not healed, will

large sections of earnest Jews view the position 
irritation. The feeling is growing that to clear the air English Jews should have 
an opportunity of testifying in the most public and impressive way open to them 
that they loathe and repudiate any thought, word or action which could justify the 
faintest suspicion that they owe allegiance to any other than the English political 
nationality, which is theirs$ in fact and in feeling.

In order to safeguard the interests of the Russian Jews of this city affected by the 
Military Service Acts, the Leeds Jewish Representative Council has laid a number 
of recommendations beiore the authorities with most satisfac- 
tory results. 

On Tuesday, the i4th inst., ‘a deputation consisting ‘of 
Messrs. N. Cohen, Chairman, S. P. Abrams, Hon. Secretary; M. Sclare and J. 
Lubelski, Vice-Chairmen ; interviewed Mr. E, W. Farr, Chairman of the local 
Advisory Committee, and as a result it was decided that the Representative 
Council appoint a member to the Advisory Committee. ; 

On Tuesday, the 21st inst., a deputation consisting of the same officers of 
the Council approached the officer in command for the district, and as a result 
of this interview it was decided that representatives of the Council sit upon the 
Local and Appeal Tribunals, and that a mernber shall be in attendance at the 
Recruiting Office and the Medical Board to see that those who are unable to 
speak or understand English ar: not adversely affected by this. 

It was arranged that the Council be empowered to give an authorised trans- 
lation of documents, and any member of the Community having Russian, 
Hebrew, French, or Yiddish documents bearing upon his position relative to 
Military Service, must present them to the Council for translation before appear- 
ing before the authorities. 

In the case of those who have sent documents to the Russian Embassy or 
Consulate, the Council is empowefed to issue an identity certificate to be in force 
until the documents are returned. “Those wishing to have their Naturalisation 
attended to whilst in the Forces must send particulars to the Secretary of the 
Council, when necessary steps will be taken. . 

The Executive of the Council will sit at the Herzl-Moser Institute on Sunday 
from 2 to 4 p.m., Mondays, 7 to 8.30 p.m., Wednesdays from 1 to 2 p.m., and on 
Fridays for an hour before the Sabbath, for the purpose of giving information to 
Russian coreligionists on matters arising out of the Acts. On Sundays the 
Council's solicitor will be present, and advice wil) be given free. _

JEWISH NATIONAL MOVEMENT. 
ZIONISM IN CANADA, 


CONVENTION AT WINNIPEG, 


A REMARKABLE GATHERING. 


LOYAL MANIFESTATIONS TO THE EMPIRE 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. } 
| Delayed in Transmission. | 


The Federation of Zionist Societies of Canada held their fifteenth Conven- 
tion in the City of Winnipeg, Manitoba, in the early days of July. Though it’ 
was a bold experiment to attempt a Convention of Jews from all parts of British 
America in such a far distant city from the populous Jewish centres of the East, 
it was a tremendous success. Never before in Jewish history has a Jewish con 
ference of international importance been held so far West. The immensity of 
Canada has to be taken into consideration. in estimating this achievement, 
delegates had to travel for thrée days from the Eastern centres to attend, and 
those from the Pacific Coast had as long a journey; but such was the enthusiasm 
for Zionism in Canada that hardly a town, no matter how small, wherein there 
wasa Jewish Community, but was represented at the Convention. It was by 
far the greatest and most representative meeting of Jews ever gathered together 
in British America. It represented leaders in every form of activity, and, 
above all, the spirit of intense Jewishness that dominated everything was 
remarkable. The Presidential Address showed this feeling in finest 
form and showed in no uncertain tone how this great gathering 
bore out the fact that Zionism meant for the Canadian Jews the revival ol 
every phase of Jewish life, the rennaissance of the Jewish people, spiritually, 
intellectually, and nationally. It was evident from the opening tothe closing of the 
Convention that Winnipeg had become a Zionist city. From the Governor of the 
Province downward, everybody, Jew and Gentile alike, turned out to show 
honour and welcome to the delegates. In front of the City Hall, in large eleciric 
letters, blazed forth the words, “Welcome Zionists to Winnipeg.”. At the 
railway station, on the arrival of the special car bearing the President of the 
Federation, Clarence I. de Sola, of Montreal, with Mrs. de Sola. and such staunch 
workers of the movement as Leon Goldman and A. Levin, of the Bureau 
Committee, and J.-S. Leo, the Hon. Secretary of the Federation, and a, large 
number of other executive officers, thousands of people stood on the platform or 
crowded round the station to welcome the visitors. K looked as if all 
Jewry had turned out to greet the leaders. As they passed down the passageway, 
accompanied by the Chairman of the local Arrangements Committee, Mr. M. } 
Finkelstein, the cheering was deafening, the band struck up Hafikval and 
thousands of voices joined in the chorus. Demonstrations of this kind continued 
throughout the entire Convention. It was a wonderful indication of the keen 
interest shown in the work of Zionism in Canada, and also a wonderful personal 
triumph for the leader of the movement, Clarence I. de Sola, of Montreal, whose 
statesmanship has‘steered the Federation from early beginnings, struggles, and 
dangers to a position of power, strength, and authority. So great was the 
enthusiasm their leader inspired in his followers and co-workers at the Convention 
that at the conclusion he was carried shoulder-high round the Convention Hall 
by his supporters, amid*scenes of intense excitement, on the occasion of bis 
re-eleciion for the fifteenth time to the presidency of the movement in Canada. 


SIR ROBERT BORDEN’S SYMPATHY. 


Zionist sermons were preached on the Sabbath of Conference week in all the 
synagogues to crowded congregations. The Governor of Manitoba, Sic James 
Aitkins, attended the service at the largest synagogue. He afterwards addressed 
the Zionists and told them that their movement had his hearty sympathy. He 
said that no Christian believing in the Bible could do otherwise than sympathise 
and appreciate the aims and objects of the movement, and that it was one of the 
greatest things in history to see the promise of the restoration of Israel now taking 
place before their eyes. Members of the Cabinet also attended the Convention, 
and a telegram was received from Sit Kobert Borden, Prime Minister of Canada, 
expressing regret that owing to the pressure of official duties in connection with 
Conscription, he was unable to travel to Winnipeg, but he wished to assure them 
of the sympathy of himself and other members of the Canadian Government, who 
wished every success to the Zionist movement. 

The Convention opened in the Talmud Torah Hall, 370 delegates, represent 
ing seventy-seven Jewish Communities, being present. Alter the disposal 
of the routine business of the first session, Mr. Clarence I. de Sola, 
President of the Federation, delivered his Presidential Address, which aroused 
scenes of great enthusiasm, especially bis references to his hope of a British 
Protectorate being proclaimed over Palestine as a part of the ultimate terms of 
Peace, and his view that the Entente Powers should give the Jews special rights 
to Palestine. His scathing denunciation of the Conjoint Committee in London 
met with loud cheers. His reference to the future of the Jews in Palestine as 
Jewish Jews was heartily applauded, and his statement that those Jews who to-day 
are appreciated most are those who are Jewish Jews was cheered to the echo. 

Everyone was exceedingly anxious to learn what Mr. de Sola would say, 
especially of his momentous interview with Mr. Balfour, the Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, when the latter was in Ottawa recently, and had discussed with 
Mr. de Sola for the greater part of a morning the future of the Jews in Palestine 
and the Zionist programme. 


MR. DE SOLA’S ADDRESS. 

After referring to the uniqueness of holding a convention in a city so far west 
as Winnipeg, and the wonderful binding force Zionism was in Canada, which could 
cause such a gathering to be assembled, Mr. de Sola referred to the amazing Russian 
Revolution, and the apparent solution of the Kussian Jewish question, which he 
believed it Ultimately meant in every sense. Kut he was absolutely certain that 
the freeing of the Russian Jews would by no means mean that they would forget 
Zion, on the contrary, now the dark forces of reaction were removed, they would 
be better Zionists than ever, and he expressed the belief that the creation of a 
great Jewish spiritual centre in Palestine would be the best rfethod of guarding 
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against any dangers which may threaten the spiritual welfare of the Russian Jews. 
In the course of his address Mr. de Sola observed : 


The end of the present war is going to see the end of misrule in Palestine. Itis 
going to see all laws which discriminate against the Jewish inhabitants of the Holy Land 
utterly swept away. There will be no more humiliating red tickets; there will be no 
more obstacles placed in the way of Jewish immigration; there will be no more obstacles 
placed in the way of Jewish ownership of land. Every disability will be removed The 
gates of Zion will be thrown wide open, so that all races and all people may enter ona 
footing of per’ect equality and freedom. You will find that the Entente Powers will 
insist on all that I have said, and that asa victor our own beloved Britain wil! stand 
forth as the champion of our cause, and will secure for us that for which we have been 
yearning for well nigh twenty centuries. Britain has proclaimed that she wil! nots heath 
the sword until the wrongs of all small oppressed peoples are righted, an ', believe me, 
Britain will not sheath the sword unti! the infamous wrong, which deprived the Jews of 
their title to a home in the land of their forefathers for nearly two thousand years, 1s 
righted. 

in making these statements | wish to make it clear that 1 do not pretend to be 
speaking officially for the Chief Executive Committee which governs our movement, | 
possess no mandate from them to make these statements They are not even informed 
as to what 1 am saying to you. | am but giving expression solely to my own personal 
opinions as to what will happen as an outcome of the war, and I speak as a Britesh-born 
subject, devotedly loyal to Britain and her cause. But I am prepared.to risk my 
reputation for foresight on the correctness of ihe prognostications J] have just mace. | 
believe they will prove true. 

Referring to his interview with Mr. Balfour, Mr. de Sola said : 

You are all aware that an event of momentous importance Occ rred recently. when 
1 had the privilege of a long personal conference with ihe Right Honoural le Arthur ] 
Balfour, the present British Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, and former Prime 
Minister. The interview took place at Government House. Ottawa. to which | was 
called. | have received, from many sources, expressions of hope that I wouid, at the 
present Convention, disclose w hat was eflected by this conference, or wouid at least tell 


you something of what took place. But as the conference was largely of a con‘ideniial 
nature, my lips must remain sealed, and] regret that I cannot satisfy your curiosity. Ihe 
fact, however, that Mr. Balfour devoted some of his valuable time to a meeting with yout 


President, and the fact that lam al

For it wiil be recognised that our organisation surely has played some pait in 
the shaping of Jewish history, has surely done its share in fighting vigorously 
and incessantly for honest Jewrsh principles, when a man occupying the exalted position 
of British Secretary for Foreign Affairs, when a man who has been the most dominant 
figure inthe Empire as Prime Minister, when a man of the lofty personality and com- 
mar senius of Mr. Balfour deemed 1t of sufficient importance, in the performance ol 
his multitarious duties, to discuss Jewish problems with me, as your President it will 
be a source of further satisfaction to you 4o know that when I mentioned to him that we

“SOLDIERS FOR BRITAIN, SOLDIERS FOR ZION.” 

Dr. Mossinsounn, head of the Jaffa Gymnasium, was among the distinguished 
/ionists present. He was accompanied by Dr. Shenkin, Dr. Syrkin, the Paoli 
Zion leader, and others, ail of whom addressed the Convention at the next 
session, laying particular stress on the presentation of Zionism as given by Presi- 
dent de Sola. The Convention then got down to business, and for the next three 
days a very strenuous programme of work was put through. The financial 
reports showed that in the previous financial period 32,000 dollars had been 
received by the Federation, which was a record ; of this the large sum of 18.000 
dollars had been received for the Emergency Fund. A big scheme for the 
re-organisation. of the Executive Bureau was adopted. Local councils were 
created for each province. These councils will be supervised by the manager of 
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the Federation Bureau. The most important resolution passed by the Conference 
was the following, moved by the President, and seconded by one of the Vice- 
Presidents :— 

That the members of the Fifteenth Convention of the Federation of Zionist Societies 
of Canada, assembled in Winnipeg, Manitoba, Canada, on this 2nd day of July, 1917, con- 
sisting of the delegates of three hundred and fourteen Canadian Jewish organisations, 
from seventy-seven different Canadian Jewish Communities, affirm their ardent wish 
that when the the Peace Conference meets at the termination of the present war the 
Entente Powers grant the demand of the Jewish people for a publicly-recognised and 
legally assured home in Palestine, and that this Convention expresses the hope that the 
British Government will assume a protectorate over Palestine so as to assure to the 
inhabitants of the Land of Israel a strong, just and liberal government. 


The Convention happenings included a great Mass Meeting in Walker's 
Theatre, Winnipeg, which was attended by a vast crowd. Dr. Mossinsohn, Dr. 
Syrkin, Dr. Shakin, Mr. J. S. Leo, and Mr. Lyon Cohen, President of the United 
Hebrew Charities of Montreal, addressed the gathering. As a result of the 
appeal made, over 22,000 dollars was raised for the Emergency Fund. The pro- 
ceeding concluded by a very largely attended banquet. At the concluding 
business session, Mr. de Sola was re-elected President of the Federation for the 
hiiteenth time, and a strong Council was selected. A feature of the Convention 
which I must refer to in closing, was the keen patriotism manifested Ail 
fa-oured the enforcement of Conscription, and the words of Mrs. Clarence Il. 
de Solo, in addressing a ladies’ meeting, that “every soldier enlisted for Britain 
is a soldier for Zion, became almost a slowan of the Conference.

rHE JEWISH NATIONAL FUND. 


The considerable monthly returns; says a circular issued by the Central 
Office at the Hague, are due, as last month, to receipts from Russia, 
from which country almost a quarter of a million francs have been received 
during the last two months. This willingness to make sacrifices evinced 
by the Kussian Jews during the first months of their deliverance, opens up 
favourable prospecis for the development of the Jewish National Fund in the 
future. Since the beginning of this year the Jewish National Fund has received 
a total sum of 1,030,000 francs in ahecstatione: and thus the amount of a million 
francs obtained during the last complete year of peace has been exceeded. The 
contributions received for July amounted to 258,606 francs. Russia sent 184,938 
francs, Austria 37,784 (occupied district 4,933 francs), Canada 13,145 trancs., 
Germany 13,072 francs (occupied district 1,518 francs), South Slav Lands 2,591 
francs, Holland 1,503 francs, France 1.538 francs, Bulgaria 1,433 francs, Greece 
1,000 francs, England 809 francs, Sweden 302 francs. Egypt 191 francs,

HEBREW UNION COLLEGE MONTHLY. 


The Hebrew Union College Monthly for February contains a valuable paper 
by Dr. Kaufmann Kohler on “ The Halachic Portions in Josephus’ Antiquities ” 
([V. 8, 5-43). Der. Kohler aims first at showing that there is a large amount of 
material for the study of the history of the Halachain non-Rabbinic literature, 
and especially in Josephus and Philo, unused By and scarcely known to scholars 
and secondly, he wishes to prove in contradistinction to what has hitherto been 
written on the subj ct-—that Josephus instead of presenting, as is generally 
believed, the results of his own knowledge and experience in his systematic 
collection of Mosaic laws, and especially in what he callsthe Mosaic Constitution, 
has had before him an older priestly document and embodied it in his work, with 
occasional alterations, without mentioning bis source. Dr. Kohler states that the 
Halachic material presented by Josephus and partly also by Philo, differs 
essentially from the traditional view presented in the Mishna and the other 
Rabbinical literature, so that traditionalists like David EHloffman and his disciples 
reject with more or less consistency the statements of Josephus as based on super- 
ficial text interpretation and imaccurate knowledge of facts, or on Alexandrian 
Jewish practice as recorded by Philo. Ritter is inclined to accredit a large part 
of what Josephus has written to Philo; Bloch, on the other hand, points to 
the many diversities of opinion existing between the two, showing Josephus to 
bave worked independently ; whereas Weyl went deeper into the whole question 
by a closer study of the Rabbinic literature. The fact, however, that the state- 
ments of Josephus represent an older stage of the Halacha, and that is the 
priestly practice, and therefore, in many respects, still Sadducean, in other words, 
a middle stage between Sadduccism. and Pharisaism, never dawned upon these 
writers. “I have exposed this kind of aa appropriation by Josephus of an older 
work quite clearly in my article on the Essenes, which, of course, no scholar 
has as yet taken the trouble to read with the care and attention the subject 
demands’ (p. 109). This illustration of the youthful vigour of the septua- 
genarian scholar is very refreshing. This monthly, in the postal language of the 
United States, is ‘‘ entered as second-class matter,” but Dr. Kohler’s paper is 
full of first-class material. | 

Mc. Jacob R. Marcus writes oa “ Martis Luther and the Jews.” He contests 
the frequently repeated statement that the inflaence of Luther was directed 
towards the welfare of the Jews. If the German Reformation improved the 
status of the Jews ultimately, it did so in spite of itself. The end of the fifteenth 
- centary marked a period of persecution which resulted in the expulsion of many 
Jews from the most prominent German cities. The rise of the Keformation and 
the life-and-death combat between Protestantism and Catholicism which did not 
end until the Peace of Westphalia in 1648, turned the interests of the rulers and 
the peoples into other channels and thus gave the Jews a chance to breathe and 
recuperate. Luther did not advocate the removal of Jewish disabilities; but he 
personally and direetly fought the Jews and attempted to make their lot even more 
unbearable. It would not be inaccurate to maintain that the influence of Luther 
may be noticed in the decrees of Philip of Hesse. who strengthened the old laws 
against the Jews and declared that they should not resist efforts at conversion ; 
that their commerce should be restricted ; that they should be compelled to listen 
to sermons of Christians and that they should be forbidden to build new synagogues. 
Philip of Hesse was a devoted follower of Luther and was deeply indebted to him 
for permission to practise bigamy. Luther's influence on his own Saxony was 
exceedingly great. After his death the condition of the Jews in this stronghold of 
the Lutherae Church became even worse. Luther, therefore, and the movement 
which he led, can in no way be said to be directly responsible for the amelioya- 
tion of Jewish disabilities and the cessation of persecution which marked the 
following centuries, 


A MODERN SPANISH GRAMMAR. 


“A Modern Spanish Grammar,” by Dr. E. Alee Woolf (G. Bell), aims at the 
provision of a thorough course in Spanish grammar and composition for English- 
speaking students, and is intended to supply all that is required for a course of 
study extending over One or two years. Each lesson begins with a series of 
examples based upon the rule to be expounded in that lesson. The rules them- 
‘selves are copiously illustrated by examples, and the exercises afford full scope 
for practice upon these rules. 

This grammar is clearly the work of a competent and careful guide, who has 
benefitted by his practical experience in teaching. The exposition is remarkably 
coacise and accurate, and the examples to illustrate the text are exceedingly well 
chosen. The book is marked by a sense of detail, which never becomes burden- 
some or obscure, and should appeal to every student of the Spanish language, 
because of its lucidityand he!pTulness. Both for plaa and execution this grammar 
deserves very high praise. S f£. 


“ STORIE} OF OLDEN TIMES®" (Ricordati dei Terpi Antichi). 


This is an interesting volume just published in Florence giving, in language 
suitable to arouse and maintaia the interest of the younger generation, the story 
of the children of Israel from the exodus from Egypt until the destruction of 
Jerusalem, The authoress, Signora Elisa Rosselli Benain, is to b> congratulated 
on the success of her endeavours, to which the illustratioas by Signor Emanuel 
Rosselli likewise contribute. 


‘THE RUSSIAN REVOLUTION" Rivoluzione Russa.’’) 


The author, Wladimir Frenkel, imagines a dialogue between a Russian 
emigrant and an uninterned German, in which the former endeavours to convince 
his interlocutor that the Germans were the primary cause of all the evils from 
which Russia and the Rassians have been suffering. A curious feature of the 
publication is the view taken by the author of the Tsar, whom he portrays asa 
man wanting to do the right thing but who was never given the chance to do so. 
One extract will illustrate his contention : 

lf our Revolutionary Socialists had not forced the members of the Muma to create 
analogies with (he arrest ef Louis XVI. at Varennes and, instead of writing, had spoken, 
Nicholas [I., who had allowed himself to be influenced by the eloquence of the ignorant

The May and June numbers of the University of Pennsylvania Law Review 
contain an article by Dr. Nathan Isaacs, of the Cincinnati Law School, entitled 
: The Law aad the Law of Change —a Tentative Study in Comparative Jurisprud- 
ence. It is prefaced by an introduction from the pen of Mr. Adolph S! Oko,

that Dr. Isaacs is the first to travel in the field of Jowish Legal History along the 
road pointed out by Maine, observes: ‘While seeing this article through thé 
l’ress we have come upon the footprints of a predecessor, at least along the 
beginning of the road. The Jewish Review (London, 1914. Vol. 4) contains an 
interesting article on ‘ Legal Devices, by Bertram B. Benas, in which the second 
chapter of Ancient Law is quoted along with Blackstone and Dicey, mainly in ag 
effort to justify the legal evasions of the law as‘ fictions.” In commenting on the 
characteristics in legal history pointed out by Maine, the author remarks that 
‘many of them are capable of almost complete illustration by Jewish legal 


history.. Mr. Benas, however, seeks illustrations for only two: the resort 
to fictions and growth by Responsa Prudentiam. Without Dr. Isaacs* 
theory of recurrent cycles it would be difficult to apply Maine's principal 


observation, the sequence of the instrumentali:ies, to Jewish Law. And Mr. 
Benas, indeed, feels called upon to explain why lezis!ation seems to appear in the 
wrong place. The Jews, he says, have no legislation jn Maine's sense. The 
article, though apologetic in its purpose, is well worth reading, asis iis companion 
piece by Rev. Isaiah Raffalovich.” It should be added that Mr. Raffalovich’s con 
tribution consists of an introduction to and paraphrase of chapters based on the 
Rabbinic responsa of Rabbi S. J. Rabivowitz, of Liverpool, affording a close study 
of the Rabbinic aspect of [egal .Devices, while the article by Mr.-Benas deals 
with their general juristic phenomena. A further contribution to the study of 
the subject is contained in the paper entitled “‘ The Methods of Law—a Keview 
of the Phenomena of Comparative Jurisprudence,” by Mr. Benas, and published 
in the 63rd volume of the proceedings of the Literary and Philosophical Society 
of Liverpool
